COURSE OF PRESERVED MEAT. 

GOVERNMENT EXPERIMENTS. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Prof. W. 
H. Wiley, Chief of the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, next Monday will begin a series 
of experiments on twelve young men 
in government employ for the purpose 
of tegting the phystological effects of 
the use of meat preserved with borax 
and other chemicals. The experiments 
will be made with 4 view of deciding 
what Basie there f« for the 6Bjections 
of the German government te Amert 
can meats, on thé ground that the 
borax and other chemicals used in 
their preservation are injurious to pub- 
lic health. 

The twelve young men selected are 
volunteérs, and‘all ate young men and 
vigorous. Each has pled-ed himself 
that the period that the tests 
are to last. to abstain from food and 
drink, except as it may be permitted 
by Prof. Wiley. They are nearly all 
of them employed in the scientific bu- 
reaus of the Agricultural Department. 
Six of them will be fed on “pure” 
foods, untreated meats and vegetables, 
while the other six will partake of the 
same fare submitted to chemical treat- 
ment. This will continue for about 


two weeks, and then the government

CRANTON (Pa.) Nov. 21.—The 
mine workers, through their rep- 
resentatives, have agreed with the 
mine owners to attempt to adjust the 
differences existing between them out- 
side the Anthracite Coal Strike Com- 
mission. The proposition was made 
on a compromise basis and negotia- 
tions, it is expected, will at once be 
entered upon, With a reasonable hope 
of settlement, with the aid of the ar- 
bitrators. The rough proposition which 
is to form the basis of négotiations 
is a 10-per-cent. increase in wages, 
a nine-hour day, and trade agree- 
ments between the miners and the 
company by which they are em- 
ployed. The only one of the four de- 
mands not touched upon is that of 
the weighing of coal by the legal ton. 
While both sides have expressed a 
willingness to settle their differences 
among themselves, it is not to be con- 
strued that it carried with it the ac- 
ceptance of the terms proposed. They 
are mentioned only as a basis, it is 
understood, from which a settlement 
is to be effected.

“SPONTANEOUS” PROPOSITION. 

It cannot be officially stated which 
patty made the proposition first. The 
attorneys for both sides are averse to 
talking, but those who were inclined 
to say something differ in their state- 
ments. An attorney for one of the 
railroads said it came from the miners’ 
side, while one lawyer for the miners 
said it came from the operators. An- 
other representative of the miners said 
it was a‘“spontaneous” proposition. 

it is generally believed, however, 
that the operators were the first to 
make the proposition. Wayne Mac- 
Veagh, who carried on such a brilliant 
cross-examination of President Mit- 
chell, is given credit for bringing about 
the present situation. He went to New 
York after he finished with Mitchell, 
and had a conference with certain per- 
sons connected with the coal industry, 
among them, it is rumored, J. P. Mor- 
gan. 

He was in New York today in con- 
nection with the matter. 

The commissioners were informed of 
the new turn of affairs last night, and 
acquiesced in the proposed arrange- 
ment. The subject did not directly come 
up in the public hearing today, and 
the adjournment proposition was made 
ostensibly to permit both sides to com- 
plete their work of preparing docu- 
mentary evidence. 

ALL HAVE NOT ASSENTED. 

It was learned tonight by the cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press 
that all the large companies have not 
yet assented to the proposed outside 
agreement, but that in al! probability 
they will consent and continue to work 
as a unit, as they did during the 
strike. The Philadelphia and Reading 
Coal and Iron Company. it is under- 
stood, has not yet been heard from on 
the matter. Those who are said to be 
in the agreement scheme are the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Westerp, the 
Lehigh Vailéy, the Delaware and Hud- 
son and the Erie Company, which con- 
trols the Pennsylvania Company 
and the Hillside Coal and Iron Com- 
pany. The attorneys for some of the 
other companies are hourly expecting 
to hear from the head officials of the 
corporations they represent. 

There is a wide difference of opinion 
as to whether the proposal to settle 
the differences among themselves will 
meet with success.

Regarding the weighing of 
coal, the operators say that it would 
be impossible to grant the demands as 
presented by the miners, because of the 
non-existence of machinery or system 
by which a miner can be paid for the 
2240 pounds of prepared coal, It will 
have to be done, they say. through the 
present system ef averages. 

NO RECOGNITION OF UNION. 

The proposition is to have the mine 
workers make contracts with their em- 
ployers only, and not as it is done in 
the bituminous States where the oper- 
ators have State or district organiza- 
tions which recognize the United Mine 
Workers of America. The proposed con- 
tract with each company does not carry 
with it a recognition of the union, and 
on that grotind it is not likely that the 
two parties will be able to settle with- 
out resort to the arbitration commis- 
sion. It is not doubted that whatever 
agreement, if one is reached, will be ap- 
proved by the commission. The agree- 


ment, however, will have to be one that) 


will provide for a reasonably sure per- 
manent settlement. The instrictions 
given to the commissioners by the Pres- 
ident when he handed the case to them 
to settle, are explicit. In these instruc- 
tions he said:

On further examination, Dr. Gibbons 
said he did not mean to be understood 
as saying that miners form an wun- 
healthy class, but they are debilitated 
and run down. He spoke of the neces- 
sity for improved ambulance service at 
the different collieries. 

The witness was cross-examined by

question, Dr. Gibbons said he did not 
believe there was an ambulance in the 
entire coal regions that had _ sterile 
blankets, or that the vehicles were

Eugene J. Butler, a member of the 
Central Poor Body of Luzerne county, 
who testified that 70 per cent. of those 
in one of the poorhouses of Luzerne 
county were miners, and that 40 per 
cent. were crippled by accidents’ in 
and about the mines. 

Many of these, he said, had become 
insane through worry over their af- 
fliiction. A man who works a few 
years as a miner, he declared, is not 
fit for anything else. 

A. P. McClintock, representing the 
Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coa] Company, 
cross-examined the witness, and asked 
if it was not true that a large num- 
ber of the professional men and 
merchants in Wilkesbarre were men 
whose fathers and grandfathers had 
been employed in the mines. 

“If that is so,"’ the witness replied, 
“the fathers and grandfathers were 
the wise fellows, who got out in time. 
They were not neon who worked 
twenty or twenty-five years in the 
mines.” 

Dr. Butler was excused and the Rev. 
Dr. Roberts was recalled to the stand, 
his examination being conducted by 
Darrow for the mine workers. He re- 
iterated his belief expressed in his 
book that an intelligent and perfect 
combination among miners for main- 
tenance of prices and rates of Wages 
would secure a just share of the prof- 
its for the workers.

“Tf cannot believe Mrs. Gore com- 
mitted suicide. She was of the hap- 
piest disposition. I never saw the 
least eviderce of melancholy. She was 
deeply interested in her work, and had 
much promise as a musician. It was 
her purpose, after completing her mu- 
sical education, to return to America. 

“She inquired of me recently if I 
thought she would make an excellent 
professional.

It has, 
therefore, become necessary that their 
common studies should rv@cive assist- 
ance and direction under the auspices 
and guidance of the Apostolic See. 

“We think that this can be done by 
adopting in this matter the same plans 
we have followed in promoting other 
studies. We are, therefore, pleased to 
establish a species of council, or com- 
mission, as it is monly called, of 
serious men, whose duty it will be to 
devote their entire energy to insure that 
the divine words may receive that more 
minute @xplanation of them demanded 
by the times, and may be not only pre. 
served from all taint of error, but even 
raised above rash opinions.”

Nero Soundings Are to 
Be Furnished to the 


Company.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.— 
Secretary Moody today directed 
that the Nero soundings be 
turned over to the Pacific Ca- 
ble Company. 

This action resulted from a 
conference today between Sec- 
retary Moody and Rear-Admiral 
Bradford, Chief of the Bureau 
of Equipment, in regard to the 
proposition of the Commercial 
Pacific Cable Company to con- 
str ctacable from San Francisc 
to Honolulu. The Secretary au- 
thorized the admiral to-—turn 
over the soundings made by the 
Navy Department to the Pacific 
Cable Company as soon as the 
necessary papers have been 
drawn up. These soundings 
represent more than a year's 
work and an expenditure of 
about $100,000. 

As a result of the Secretary's 
determination to relinquish the 
soundings of the Nero in re- 
turn for concessions to the gov- 
ernment in cable rates and in 
military tse of the cable, it is 
expected that a cable will be in 
Jperation between San Francisco 
and Honolulu within wilx 
months, and work then will be 
pushed on the line between 
Honolulu and Manila. It is due 
to the work of the Nero that 
Guam is to be a landing sta- 
tion of the Pacific Cable. _ The 
cable company was disposed to 
believe that there wes an abyss 
in: the vicinity of the island 
which would prevent the laying 
of a cable-by that route.

COST OF INDIANS. 


JONES'S ANNUAL REPORT. 

(nY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.1 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs Jones in his 
annual report estimates thai the gov- 
ernment, from its fed®dation to 189), 
spent $845,275,290 in fighting, subduing 
and civijizing the Indians of the coun- 
try, and $240,000,000 for the education 
and care of their children. 

“The demoralizing effects of the 
ration-system evil,” says the com- 
missioner, in explaining his policy of 
abolishing that system, “were generally 
recognized and universally codemned, 
except, perhaps, by a mistaken 
philanthrophy, which,” ignoring the 
natural law that man must earn his 
living by the sweat of his brow, would 
exempt the Indian from labor and 
carry him upward on ‘flowery beds of 
ease.” It was felt that 1 was time for 
a change. Heretofore. dealing has been 
with the tribe; it is now with the 
individua!. His manhood is appealed 
to, and he is to be taught self-reliance 
and self-respect and to put his hand to 
the plow. 

“Nothing is further from the truth 
than the assertion that the plan ts to 
hire out adult male Indians as con- 
tract laborers. The result of the policy 
has been favorable even beyond ex- 
pectations and there is every reason to 
believe that the final success of the pain, 
if carried out judictousiy, is assufed. 
As a first result, over 12,000 have been 
dropped fronr the ration roll, being 
wholly self-supporting. As a second re- 
sult, a large number of Indians have 
been put to work, or work has been 
found for them.” 

Con: @sing the order directing the 
agents to encourage the discontinugnce 
of the Indians’ custom of wearing long 
hair, painting, etc.. Mr. Jones says 
the reports on the subject by the agents 
are all in, and that the consensus of 
opinion expressed is “that it is a step 
forward and in the right direction” 

The report advocates that egencies 
and portions of agencies be placed un- 
der the charge of bonded superinten- 
dents of training schools, a policy al- 
ready started wherever practicable, and 
according to their commissioner, giv- 
ing better administration than when 
the same agencies Wwere under .the 
control of political appointees, 

The total cost of Indain school« dur- 
ing the fiscal year was $3,637,785. or 
$138 per capita. This amount ma‘n- 
tained 249 schools, with an enrollment 
of 134.4544 pupils, and in addition a 
number of pupils at Hampton, Va., in- 
stitute, and at public schools. 


STEWART A REVISIONIST. 
FAVORS COMMISSION IDEA.

WASBINGTON: Nov.

“There «an be no doubt that many 
articles. the duty upon which wes 
properly regulated by the Dingley b Il,"’ 
Senutor Stewart, “have now 
grown out of adjustment. Opponents 
of the tariff take advantage of such 
ineagualities and point out to people the 
hardshivs they create. A lst of ex- 
orbitant tariff schedules created by the 


change of conditions is paraded before 


the people until 
comes into power. 

“The result has always been disast- 
rous. People are becoming d'ssat'sfied 
and the Republicans are regaining 
power. They adjust the tariff and 
bring about prosperity, which contin- 
ues until the conditions in cost of pro- 
duction are again changed. Then 
comes agitation, the fear and ruin. 
Democrats do not want ruin any more 
than Republicans do, but it is very 
natural that they should call attention 
to the necessity of readjusting the tariff 
in order to hgve a political issue that 
would give them success. . 

“It seems to me that the business 
men of both parties ought to treat the 
tariff in a business way. and not use 
it to’ wreck the prosperity of the 
country. Suppose an ad valorem duty 
were levied on all dutiable articles 
sufficient to supply the required rev- 
enue and a board of experts was or- 
ganized to declare annually how much 
specific duty would be requ'red on each 
article. to make up its proportion of 
ad valorem levied, and that 
these specific duties could be collected 
for one vear. At the end of the year, 
the board should be required to pre- 
sent another schedule. 

“There Is another plan. Suppose a 
commission were organized to investi- 
gate and point out the inequalities of 
the tariff schedules and to recommend 
to Congress changes necessary for re- 
adjustment, the business of the country 
would not be disturbed by forebodings 
of tariff revision.” 

It is pretty generally thought that 
the whole discussion will be left to 
the Ways and Means Committee to 
sit during recess next summer.

ISSUES RAISED IN 
_FRUIT-RATE CASES. 


W ASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The Interstate 
Commerce Commission has at 
last set the date for hearings upon un- 
decided points in the cases of the Cal- 
ifornia fruit shippers against railroads 
handling fruit tusiness. When the 
commission decided this case. it de- 
cided only one of the several points 
involved, and that one point was that 
fruit shippers have the right to route 
their shipments themselves, without re- 
gard to the wishes of the railroad 
companies in the matter. Upon other 
points at issue, it appears that the 
commission could not reach an agree- 
ment. although Judge Clement, who 
had the matter directly in charge, is 
understood to have written a decision 
covering every point. Judge Cl ment's 
decision, however, did not meet the ap- 
proval of some of his colleagues on 
the commission, and it was finally 
agreed, after a good deal of pariey- 
ing. to have addition hearings before 
settling other points in the case. 

This all happened several months 
ago. and although constant efforts 
have been made to get a date set for 
commencing the hearings, it was not 
until today’ that the commission «ot 
together and decided to have hearings 
at Los Angeles, commencing Decem- 
ber 14. It has not been decided yet 
just how many members of the com- 
mission will go to Los Angeles to 
take additional testimony. Judge 
Clements wil! probahly preside at the 
hearings in Los Angeles. After they 
have been finished, it is expected there 
will be arguments before the ful. com- 
mission in Washington, so that several 
months are likely to lapse before the 
‘vase is decided.

ABSORPTION OF THE MANHATTAN 
BY RAPID TRANSIT LINE. 


Contract of Latter Under Which the 
Municipality is Expending Thirty-five 
Million Dollars for Tunnel—August 
Belmont is Head of the Enterprise.

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—In magnitude 
the rumored proposition to combine 
the rapid transit railroad now being 
constructed here and the Manhattan 
elevated system surpasses anything of 
the kind in the higtory of municipal 
transits, says the Herald. 

In its general features the Manhattan 
Elevated Railway is so familiar as to 
require no detailed description. » 

The company itself is the outcome of 
a consolidation of independent com- 
panies under one control and manage- 
ment. It is now in process of equip- 
ment with electricity, and this work 
has been nearly completed. Its author- 
ized capital stock is $48,000,000, of which 
$47,999,700 has been issued. Its out- 
standing debt is $39,883,000. 

The new giant among the railways 
of the city, the Inter-Borough Rapid 
Transit Company, is the outgrowth of 
the operation of the 
rapid transit tunnel. The act of the 
Legislature authorizing the execution 
of the tunnel] contract provided that 
the contractor must assume the re- 
sponsibility of operating the tunnel 
road for a period of fifty years, during 
which time he must pay back into the 
city treasury the $35,000,000 advanced to 
defray the cost of building the road. 
At the end of fifty years the tunne] and 
its equipment becomes the property of 
the city, and a new lease must be made. 
When John B. McDonald obtained the 
contract for the construction of the 
tunne!] the requirement for the deposit 
of securities or the execution of bonds 
amounting to $6,000,000 with the citv 
for faithful performance of the work, 
made it necessary for him to seek out- 
side aid. He applied to August Bel- 
mont, who formed a syndicate which 
took the corporate shape of the Rapid 
Transit Subway Construction Company, 
capital $6,000,009. 

This company, which was formed 
primarily for the purpose of building 
the tunnel road, had the right to oper- 
ate it for fifty years. It was thought 
best, however, to create a new company 
for the specific purpose of operating 
the rapid transit tunnel and any other 
tunnel roads or extensions that might 
be authorized by the Rapid Transit 
Commission. | 

In pursuance of this idea the Inter- 
Borough Rapid Transit Company was 
incorporated on May 6 of the present 
year. Belmont also is president of this 
company. Its capital is $35,000,000. A 
contract is also held by the subway 
construction company to build an_ex- 
tension of the tunnel to Brooklyn under 
the East River. 

By purchase of the Manhattan lines, 
the subway company, or its successor, 
the inter-borough company, would be 
able to transfer to the elevated at many 
EE lines croes each other, 
thus forming a perfect network cover- 


ing the entire island. Statistics of

“I thought it for the best.” 

“And all your friends did as you did?” 

“I can speak only for myself.” 

Mr. Munn announced that he would 
present no further testimony until the 
examiner sits in St. Paul. Mr. Inger- 
soll, the examiner, sits in St. Paul for 
the next hearing.

DENY LAW WAS VIOLATED.

The Erie, in its answer, says the pe- 
titioner has no authority “to present 
the petition in behalf of the so-called 
independent producers of anthracite 
coal or others;’’ denies that during cer- 
tain years named in the complaint it 
has entered into any agreement to pool 
freight or freight traffic in anthracite 
coal, or for proportional division of 
coal traffic or division of aggregate pro- 
ceeds -of earnings from anthracite 
transportation. 

The Erie company says that an uni- 
formity of rates for anthracite coal 
transpoytation by the various carriers 
‘natural and inevitable 
result of competitive conditions, which 
require, in the case of anthracite coal 
as With other commodities, that traffic 
of the same character from the same or 
competing localities be carried at sub- 
stantially the same rates by competing 
carriers.”’ 

The answer of the Lehigh Valley and 
the New York, Susquehanna and West- 
ern and others are phrased along simi- 
lar lines.

“Shall we buy books?” queried Mrs. 
George A, Caswell yesterday from the 
platform of the Friday Morning Club, 
thus voicing a perplexity that is real 
to many. The programme was in 
charge of the Book Committee and Mrs. 
Caswell, who had been asked to speak 
on this most tantalizing subject, an- 
swered the question from the vantage 
ground of the literature-loving, edu- 
cated woman, as weil as from the per- 
sonal standpoint of nearly fifteen years’ 
experience as a teacher of young 
women. 

‘Out of this experience,’’ said she, 
“I should unhesitatingly answer in the 
affirmative, qualifying the word books 
to read ‘good books.” And then we 
are but face to face again with the 
question, ‘What are good books?’ as 
old and as hard to answer as the other 
two that spring up perennially, ‘What 
is education? and ‘What is litera- 
ture?’ Many have undertaken to set 
limits beyond which,'in the search for 
good books, one must not go. it is only 
with wide reading and the resulting 
knowledge of how great a misunder- 
Standing there is of the terms ‘good’ 
and ‘bad’ and of how closely inter- 
linked the good and the bad are that 
we hesitate to limit or seperate them 
for others’ guidance. True, Emerson 
did give a brief direction for good read- 
ing, ‘Never read any but famous 
books,’ but it was shown that if this 
rule had been folsowed from the be- 
ginning ‘no books could ever have ac- 
quired reputation and nobody could 
ever have read anything.” | 

Mrs. Caswel! deprecated the substitu- 
tion of the public library for the home 
book sheives, claiming that the public 
ibrary ought to supplement the pri- 
Vate coilection. 

“Nothing could be further from my mind 
than to detract one whit from the value 
of public libraries, but I do wish to 
urge even to insistence, that parents 
who can afford to buy books if they 
choose should make a point of putting 
these books into their children's hands 
for daily use at hime.” 

The plan of purchasing one 
book @ month was suggested, even if it 
necessifated .the—woing without some 
exceeditigly attractive article of dress, 
the taste of each member of the family 
in turh being consulted as to the 
nature the book. 

Mrs. Caswell's paper was admirable 
and convincing, and rich in illustrations 
that. being met half way by reminis- 
cences of a like nature, appealed ir- 
resistibly to the book-lovers among her 
Audience. She said in closing: “My 
own opinion, like most views of most 


people, is by no means unbiased, It is 


of one of those far-away 
chimney corners—a little room opening 
out of a larger one, and holding the 
overfiow of books—odds and ends. 
My lively memories range from ‘Ten 
Nights in a Bar Room,’ left over by 
accident, no doubt, and doing my blank 
little mind no menace of *harm, to a 
bump on the head received in climbing 
to t top shelf for a huge red and 
gold volume of ‘Josephus’s History of 
the Jews.’ 

“Probably nothing could weaken my 
conviction that the years spent in that 
closet were worth all the years spent 
in school, and while I o®en wish that 
we might have had certain advantages 
that our children enjoy, above all, that 
of the public library for purposes of 
study, I would not exchange that closet 
room for all their horary cards.

Referred to “Exaggerations” Contained 
in It and “Incorrect Impressions Con- 
veyed Thereby”—Botha’s Reply Ex- 
plains That He Misconstrued the 
Peace Articles.

LONDON, Nov. 21.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} A Parliamentary paper relating 
to the Boer generals’ appeal to the 
world was published today. In a let- 
ter to Gen. Botha, Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain protests against the ex- 
aggerations jn the “appeal” and the 
“Incorrect impressions conveyed there- 
by,” and points out that in addition 
to the gift of $15,000,000 for the relief 


+ of the Boers, Great Britain has been 


spending $1,000,000 monthly since the 
close of the war in maintaining the 
buregher camps as organizations to en- 
able the people to return to their 
homes. Chamberlain also suggests that 
large sums were remitted by the 
Transvaal to Europe during the war. 
He says there must be a large balance 
thereof refhaining, and invites Gen. 
Botha's codperation in finding the per- 
sons to whom the money was en- 
trusted, and in recovering the balance, 
which, he says, Great Britain is pre- 
pared to add to the sums already pro- 
vided for the relief of the , burghers. 
_Gen. Botha, in reply, says that un- 
til Chamberlain made his speech of 
November 5 he understood that the 
$15,000,000 was partial compensation for 
war losses. If he had known that 
it was solely for the relief of destitu- 
tion, the appeal in such form would 
not have been issued. The general 
declares that he is unaware that any 
sums were remitted to Europe as al- 
leged, and that if such sums exist 
he would be very glad to see them 
devoted to.the projects mentioned. 
He concludes with a congratulatory 
referénce to Mr. Chamberlain's ap- 
proaching trip to South Africa, and 
an expression of his iwsh that the 
controversy regarding the past should 
be ended, and that both sides address 
themselves entirely to the necessities 
of the present and future. 


OSBORNE ESTATE BILL. 


PASSES SECOND READING. 
[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS~-A.M.] 

LONDON, Nov. 21.—[By Atlantic Ca. 
ble.} The Osborne estate bill, provid- 
ing for the transfer to the nation of 
Isle of 
Wight, from King Edward, whose prop- 
erty it became under the will of the 
late Queen Victoria, passed its sec- 
ond reading in the House of Commons 
this afternoon after some criticism re- 
flecting the feeling on the subject in 
royal circles, in which there has been 
much agitatfon ever since the King 
first proposed to present the Osborne 
House estate to the nation. 

Queen Victoria's will has never been 
published, but there is very high au- 
thority for saying that the bequest 
was not her idea. As a matter of 
fact, she left the property to the King 
for life, with it ulumately going to the 
Prince of Wales. sailing in the lat- 
ter, the property was to go to her 
daughiers or to the Prince,of Waless 
heirs. The King, however, insisted on 
giving it to the nation as a memorial. 

During the course of the discussion 
Richie, the 
(‘haneellor of the Exchequer, admitted 
that the bill was at variance with the 
will « d wishes of the late Queen, and 
said that “but for that, the bili would 
not have been necessary.” 

All the pictures, statuary and other 
articles of value, and the historical 
properties have been removed. This 
includes the contests of the Prince Con- 
sort’s room, which Queen Victoria left 
untouched as it existed during his life. 

In announcing the gift of the Osborne 
House estate to the nation at the time 
of his coronation, King Edward ex- 
pressed the hope that it would be de- 
voted to national purposes and be con- 
verted into a convaiescent home for 
officers of the army and navy, whose 
heaith has been impaired in rendering 
services to their country. 


YORKSHIRE MANUFACTURERS. 
COMPLAIN OF FAILING TRADE.

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—Yorkshire 
manufacturers continue to complain of 
declining trade with the United States, 
cables the London correspondent of 
the Tribune. While there has been 
a@ meager gain-of $103,500 in exporis 
from Leeds to the United States dur- 
ing the last twelve months, compared 
with 1901, it can be explained by ship- 
ments of wool and iron, rather than 
by an improvement in the woolen trade 
or metal manufactures. 

In the Bradford district, the pros- 
perity of which depends largely upon 
a brisk trade with the United States, 
the manufacturers are forced to ad- 
mit that the American market is now 
maMily supplied with home goods.

The thing to be done 
next was to find out if among the 
300,000 photographs of the finger prints 
of criminals whikh he has made and 
filed away in thé archives of the Pre- 
fecture of Police there was one that 
corresponded with the prints of the 
digits of the Rue St. Honoré mur- 
derer. It was at 4 o'clock last Thurs- 
day afternoon that M. Bertillon fin- 
ished developing his negatives.

Seasah xxvill, 1-13: World’s Temperance Lesson. 


THE CONNECTION. 


This temperance lesson from Isaiah 
Brings us to a- point about six cen- 
turies further down the stream of 
history. The tribes are now divided 
into the northern and southern king- 
doms, called Israe] and Judah. with 
capitals *at Gamarita and Jerusalem. 
The most brilliant preacher of the an- 
elent centuries is thundering forth his 
denunciatiotis of sin. He is speaking 
to the nobles of Judah, condemning 
their sins, and holding up the fate of 
the northern kingdom as an example, 
for the latter was just about to fall 
before the Assyrians under Shalma- 
nezer. Isaiah bad watched the growth 
of the same intemperance in Judah 
that had brought on the downfall of 
_Asrael and the lesson today is part of 


a sermon preached to the nobles. 
Isaiah was a mighty man--a states- 
man, orator, write prophet. His 


commanding personality, his aggres- 
tive righteousness and nobleness, his 
unselfish patriotism, his profound, far- 
sighted and practical statesmanship, 
his brilliant and burning eloquence, 
his inspiration from God made him the 
most powerful, notable and valuable 
man of his age. 


THE LESSON. 
I. 
"The Warning Example of Samaria.”’ (Verses 
1-4) 


“(L.) Woe to the crown of pride of 
the drunkards of Ephraim, and to the 
fading tiower of his glorious beauty, 
which is on the head of the fat val- 
ley of them that are overcome with 
wine’ (2.) Behold, the Lord hath a 
mighty and strong one: as a tempest 
of hail, « destroying storm, as a tem- 
of mighty waters overfiowing, will 

cast down to the earth with the 
hand. (3.) The crown of pride of the 
drunkards of Ephraim shal! be trod- 
den under foot: (4.) And the fading 
flower of his glorious beauty, which is 


~ on the head of the fat valley, shall 


be as the first-ripe fig before the sum- 
mer;-which when he that looketh upon 
it seeth, while it is yet in his hand 
he eateth it: 

He could speak of the woes impend- 
ing over the northern kingdom, for 
their sins were notorious. That he 
refers to that kingdom is clear from 
the word “Ephraim.” The tribe of 


* Ephraim was dominant and often the 


nation was called by that name, es- 
Pecially as its capital, Samaria, was 
situated .within the territory of that 
tribe. This is not an address to those 
people, but an address to the nobles 
down in Jerusalem with a reference 
to their brethren in the north by way 
of warning. They were a nation of 
drunkards and hed growing 
worse. Every prophet who had spoken 
at all had denounced the vice. Their 
history afforded abundant proof that 
God was dealing with them, and in 
their present condition they were un- 
der a gathering doom. Or it might be 
that he spoke after the fall of Sama- 
ria and could point to her present 
subjugation as a warning. 

(1.) Samaria was like Jerusalem in 
being highly favored. ‘The city was “‘a 
crown of pride,” as, in_the words of 
Delitech, it sat on “a beautiful cir- 
cular hill which commanded the coun- 
try about in a regal way and swelled 
up from a deep, broad basin of about 
two furlongs in diameter, encircled 
by a garland of sti) higher mountains. 
The situation was commanding, the 
hill cultivated up to the top in ter- 
races, the neighborhood splendid and 
fertile.” The city was not only com- 
manding for situation, but was the 
center of great wealth and therefore 
luxury. It overlooked fertile valleys 
that produced much wine. The wealth 
was enormous. Elegant residences 
filled the hilltops, music enchanted the 
idle and wine flowed freely. Drunk- 
enness Was common. 

In saying this much to those nobles, 
Isaiah must have made it plain enough 
to anyone that there was a marked 
resemblance between Samaria and 
Jerusalem. The latter. too, was beau- 
tiful for situation, the crown and 
pride of the people, the center of fer- 
tility and growing wealth and lux- 
ury. 

2.) Therefore, Jerusalem was like 
Samaria in a grewing wickedness— 
especially the vice of drunkenness. 

(3.) Jerusalem would be like Sa- 
maria in being punished, too. The 
Lord had “a mighty and strong one.” 
ready to use as a means of punishing 
Samaria, and that one was the Assy- 
rian nation with capital away over 
at Nineveh. From of old, Nineveh 
and Egypt had been warring with 
each other and with the nations be- 
tween them. Now, the Lord will use 
the Assyrians to chastise His own 
people, or He had already done so. 
Tt was B. C. 718 when Shalmanezer, 
King of Nineveh, captured Samaria 
and subjugated the nation. If Isaiah 
wrote in 725, their doom was impend- 
tne: if in 704, he could speak of a_pun- 
fehment already visited upon them. —. 

And it was awful retribution. He 
speaks of this nation as “a mighty 
and strong one." Their coming was 
like a tornado. of hail beating down 
everything: like a torrent of waters 
sweeping everything away. In using 
this nation to chastise His own people, 


God “shall cast down to the earth 
with, the hand.” of these are ter- 
tibid images to set forth the punish- 


ment of Samaria, and to warn the 
nobles of Judah. .There is something 
more than mere destruction of the 
city—there is deepest humiliation as 
well. e is trampled under foot in 
dis - her beauty is despotled as a 
rare flower might be crushed: her 
wealth is seized and speedily con- 
sumed just as a passer-by would seize 
a firat-ripe fig which attracted him 
by its ripeness and would eat it on the 
spot in his eager hunger. “while it is 
vet In his hand.” Thus do the honor 
and beauty and the wealth of the lux- 
wriovs and wicked city pass away 
Buch is the fate of Samaria, Israel's 


crown of pride. Such may be the 
fate of Jerusalem. Judah's beautiful 
capital. Let her leaders beware. But

@Giadem of beauty. unto the residue of 
Dis people: (6) and a spirit of justice 
to Him that sitteith in judgment, and 
strength to them that turn back the 
battle at the gate.” 

Mercy must always be mingled with 


wrath, by every preacher, and Isaiah 
knew how to speak.the word of hope 
when there was danger of despair. 
He told them that there was a “rem 


nant’ who had not sinned and would 
not. That was hope. In every trying 
and corrupt period in Israel's history 
there was always a company who had 
not defiled themselves, It was So in 
Elijah's time and in every time. Where 
was the “residue” of which Isaiah 
spoke?’ Did it mean Judah as con- 
trasted with Israel” Or did it mean 
the faithful and true who were to be 
found both in Samaria and in Jeru- 
salem? Probably the iatter. Even up 
in wicked Samaria there was a rem- 
nant who were true. That is what 
Tealah told those nobles Judah. 
These true people of God had a crown 


of glory that faded not: a wealth that 
could not be taken from them: a 
beauty that could not be despoiled. 
God was their glory, their riches, their 
beauty. 

This “remnant” who are faithful in 
serving Him are to have special help 
from Him. They will be endowed with 
two most important traits—justice and 
victorious strength and courage. 
Judges of causes between men would 
have the spirit of wisdom and jus- 
tice. And they would be in contrast 
with the drunken judges of Samaria, 
who were disqualified for their office 
by their maudlin condition when try- 
ing cases. Soldiers would be invin- 
cible and would be able to turn back 
their enemies at the gate of the city 
or at the border of their territory. 
Thus the remnant are to be saved in 
character as well as circumstances, 
and are to become like their God in 
giory and dignity and beauty. They 
would be invincible with God as their 
glory and defense, even if Samaria, 
though well situated and well forti- 
field, cannot repel the Assyrian  in- 


vader.

“Judah Simming. Also."" ‘Verses 7-13.) 

““7.)) And even these reel with wine, 
and stagger with strong dfink; the 
priest and the prophet reel with 
strong drink, they are swallowed up of 
wine, they stagger with strong drink; 
they err in vision, they stumble in 
judgment.” 

Some of the verses are omitted, but 
their substance will be given further 
on, 

It seems that Isaiah had come in on 
some of the nobles of Judah and sur- 
prised them in a drinking bout. The 
warning example of Israel might not 
affect them, nor the encouraging ex- 
ample of the faithful remnant. But 
he makes it personal and pict 
themeelves and other nobles reeling 
with wine and strong drink. This Is 
nm specially distressing condition of 
things in Jerusalem. They are given 
to the same sin as Israel, though they 
have not as yet reached the same de- 
gree ef degeneracy. They, too, may 
be seen reeling through the streets, 
brutalizing themselves. Note the 
classes that are affected by it—‘‘the 
priest and the prophet.”” When God's 
chosen and official representatives 
fail, then all fall down. Yet, the de- 
mon of strong drink seems to find his 
highest delight in debauching those 
who will suffer most and do most harm 
by their dissipations. When -they are 
drunkards they make many more 
drunkards. They are not only unfit- 
ted for their ce, but bring spectal| 
dishonor on and shame to man. 
Drink unfits a man for anything, 
home and business, for heaven and, 
earth. 

Notice, again, their abandonment in 
drunkenness. They use all kinds of in- 
toxicants—not only the light wines, 
all kinds of strong drinks. Note, fur- 
ther, the cumulative power of drink. 
Some one has said that the man takes 
one drink: that drink takes another 
drink; those drinks require mo 
on the beast of drunkenness g0¢#, 


evil. 

Notice, also, its widespread effects. 
One of its awful results is to blur the 
‘the vision so that men do not see right 
from wrong. Especially disastrous is 
this in the care of those who hold ju- 
dicial positions. Another effect is that 
they mismanage affairs entrusted to 
them. They seem to do this, and feel n 
regrets. They swallow wine, and W.n 
in turn swallows them up in its awiu 
destruction of conscience and charac 
ter. 

Again, note the impudent insensibil- 
ity to which it brings its victims. The 
verses omitted teil us how those nob-es 
turned and ridiculed Isaiah's words as 
mere twaddile, fit only for babes, and 
how he turned on them with assurance 
that God's teachings require obedience. 
Thus in the words of 
“drink is the 
loose living. 
thief. a total-abstaining loose woman, 
an abetaining gambler?”

KWANG SI REBELS. 
Proclaim Their Intention of Fulfilling 
Will of Heaven by Murdering All the 
Forcign Devils in China. 

‘RY THE PRESS—P. 

VICTORIA (B.C) Nov. 21.~Advices 
have been received from South China 
that the Kwang Si rebels have in- 
vaded Keuchou province and are pro- 
claiming that their object is not to 


ravage the province, but as their pla- 
card put it, to “borréw a passage to 
Sze Chuan,” whither they were bound 
tO assist the boxers of that province. 
They invaded Hsingyihsien, in Kue- 
chou, which city fell into their hands, 
and many of the willagers were slaugh- 
tered. The government troops sent to 
relieve the city were within one day’s 
march when it fell. Hearing of the 
success of the rebels they retired over 
the Kwang Si border. 

The boxers in Sze Chuan are post- 
ing placards in the villages to the ef- 
fect that “with the authority of Lao 
Chuang our patron, and at the will of 
the s Confucius," they will fulfill 
the will of heaven by murdering all 
the foreign devils in China who con- 
tinue to propagate their doctrines, and 
exterminate all such as enter their 
churches or become their followers. 


Life Term for McDonald. 


ASHLAND (Ore.) Nov. 11.—The trial 
of J. A. McDonald, the Klamathon sa- 
loon-keeper at Yreka, for the murder 
of Henry Hoover last July at Fall 
Creek in Siskiyou County, Cal, came 
to a conclusion this morning when the 
jury brought in a verdict of murder 
in the second degree, and recommended 
the extreme penalty of the law, which 
is imprisonment for life. At the trial 
of McDonald for the murder of Edward 
Loucks, whom he killed on the same 
day as he did Hoover, the jury con- 
victed him of manslaughter.

“WAGON-LOAD” 
THIEF FOUND. 


Furnished Houses With 
His Stealings. 


He Sold the Property 
and Repeated. 
Sixty Burglaries Charged to 


Him—Big Hau! by Local 


| 


Clarence D. Jackson was arrested last 
hight in his fine two-story flats at 
No. 1404 West Seventh street by 


| Det ectives Hawley, Auble and Jones 


on a charge of burglary. In his arrest 
the police have undoubtedly made the 
most interesting capture in many years 
if not in the history of the department, 
for no thief has carried on his opera- 
tions longer and more extensively than 
this prisoner. 

He is the man who for more than 
eighteen months has been robbing resi- 
cences uil over the city, using a wagon 
to carry off his plunder, and all the 
time successfully hiding it from the of- 
ficers, whe night and day, have been 
searching for him. Some idea of the 
extent of his stealings may be had when 
it is stated that since he began his 
work, he has completely furnis seV- 
eral fooming-houseg As soon ‘as one 
was equipped, he would sell it, move 
into another house and then proceed 
to furnish it from the proceeds of his 
numerous burglaries. 

It is probable that more than sixty 
cases of burglary will be made against 
him, and his wife will also probably 
be made a defendant for the officers 
have reugon to believ@ that she has 
been assisting him. 

No thief has given the officers more 
work. Month after month passed and 
on an average of tiwce a week reports 
would be received at detective head- 
quarters of the looting of some resi- 
dence. From one house one kind of 
goods would be taken and from an- 
other house another*class. Then the 
thief would change his pian and from 
a third house he would take an as- 
sortment, until the officers had no idea 
of what was done with all the stolen 
property. 

BEGAN ON O- ICBS, 

The first theft of the long series was 
reported on April z3, of last year, when 
the offices of Dr, Holliday in the Hell- 
man building at Second and Broadway 
were entered and two ouk rockers and 
~ bedding of three roems were stolen. 


Oo one wus found who 
nd until this day the 
detectives have been unnrble to locate 
the goods. That was but the begin- 
ning. Weeks passed and alinost every 
week brought its reports of similar 
thefts. Govds which one man could 
not carry were stolen time after time, 
but although the officers frequently 
found tracks of a wagon et the places 
robbed they were never able to locate 
elther the goods or the thieves. So the 
work of the burgiars continued until 
the i4th of this month, when from 
the residence of sirs. F. D. Baker, on 
Coronado strect fourteen chairs, sev- 
eral tables, a carpet and other articles 
were taken. This was the second most 
important fob which was done by the 
thief. The most important in point of 
the loss sustained by the owner of the 
property was that at the residence of 
B. Brodtbeck, No. 1007 West Seventh 
street, on Augu:. F:om that resi- 
dence goods to the value of $1200 were 
stolen and not the slightest trace of 
them was discovered. 
USED QUEER SYSTEM. 

The thieves used a system. Their 
thefts were almoget invariably from fur- 
nished houses which had been adver- 
tieed for rent furnished. Time and 
egain such houres were entered, apd 
the finest of their contents (taken. 
Again, the thieves must have waiched

city, for many times persons returned 
from a brief absence to find thieves 
had taken a load of furniture from 
their homes. Places where auction 
sales of furniture were held were 
watched by the thieves. and In a nuim- 
from the houses before there was ony 
opportunity to deliver the pure hases.

clews. Detectives Auble, Hawley and 
Jones were detailed on the case. They 
found out where Jackson lived, and 


went there to investigate. As a meas- 
ure of precaution, they were equipped 
with a search warrant. They also took 
a complete list of the property which 
had n stolen during the last 
eighteen months. 
JACKSON'S HOUSE LOADED. 

When the officers entered Jackson's 
house, they found that he was occupy- 
ing only a portion of the fats, and 
was renting furnished rooms at fancy 
prices. Amagement would not be the 
proper word to express the feelings of 
the detectives. They saw at a glance 
that they had entered the place for 
which they had been looking so long. 
Stolen goods were on every side. There 
were chairs, tables, rugs, carpets, cur- 
tains, dressers, wash stands, lace table 
covers, all of the finest make. If that 
they first saw surprised them, they 
were not prepared for what was re- 
vealed when they delved the 
closets and dressers. On the  flotrs 
of some of the closets costly rugs 
were found four and five deep, while 
there were in these nooks and cranni*s 
roll after roll of carpets, rugs and real 
lace curtains. There was nothing 
shoddy. All of it was of the finest 


grade, for the thief had been an expert | 


in selection, and took nothing cheap. 


There was no scene, and no re 
sistance on the part of Jackson. He 
seemed to know that he was “up 
against it” and said littie.. The ar- 


rest was made at the most opportune 
time, for the officers learned that Jack- 
son and his wife had disposed of the 


place in which they were living, and 
were about to move into another build- 


ing. In which there are twenty rooms. | 


To furnish such a bullding would have 
required more furniture, and his raids | 
would have continued throughvuut the 
winter. 

In the house were found .the cial 
which had been stolen from the Alt- 
house residence, the linsleum from 
the place at Twenty-ninth street and 
Vermont avenue, and a portion of 
what was taken from Mrs. Baker's 
house on Coronado street. There were 
a number of other articles, which were 
identitied, but no complete list has as 


yet been made, and it is not Known 
how much the house contains. Mrs. 
Jackson was not taken to fail, for the 
reason that she was nursing a smal! 
baby. Two officers were placed in 
charge of the place, and today an in- 
vitation will be given to the sixty or 
more victims of e thieves to call 
there and inspect the goods. 

Jackson is abou’ 30 years of age.

$2.50 was paid.

Tele- 
graph poles, fences and dead walls 
throughout the county fndicate that 
Ward used all the tacks. His total ex- 
penses were $715.65, of which %576 was 
contributed to the Republican County 
Central Cammittee.

Sunset People Claim That the Home 
is Constructing Lines to Interfere 
With the Established Lines of the Old 


Company in Los Angeles. 


The two telephone companies have 
come to war in the courts. 

Yesterday, the Sunset Telephone and 
Telegraph Company sued the Home 
Company to enjoin it from construct- 
ing wires in such a manner as to in-

Plaintif’ claims that the Home com- 
pany is stringing wires in such a way 
that a terrible accident will result some 
day.

IN GREAT OCEAN RACE. 


CRUISER CINCINNATI LEADS THE 


ALABAMA IN. 


Battleship’s Performance a Superb 
One—Was First for Most of the Dis- 
tance to Culebra Light—Old Massa- 
chusetts a Stronger Competitor Than 
the Kearsarge. 


IBY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—Carrying a 
great white bone in her teeth, and with 
phosphorescent spray dashing high up 
on her sharp bows, the cruiser Cincin- 
nati forged abreast of Culebra light at 
midnight last night, a winner in the 
greatest ocean race of Warships ever 
run on the North Atlantic seaboard, 
says « Herald dispatch from San Juan, 
R. 

Barely two miles asterfti of the cruiser 
flashed the white searchlight of the 
Sreat battleship Alabama. She had 
distanced all her rivais of the heavy- 
weight class, and had shown her 
quality by putting up a hammer-and- 
tongs struggle all the way from 
Hampton Koads, Va., with fleet- 
footed cruiser. 
One by one, she had left behind the 
little gunboat Machias, the Indiana of 
Santiago fame, the new battleship 
Kearsarge, her own particular rival, 
und, last of all, the plucky Massachus- 
etts, sister ship of the Oregon. 

That the comparatively old Massa- 
chusetts was! a stronger competetor 
than the Kearsarge is one of the sur- 
prises of the race. That the Alabama 
came in so close a second to the fast 
commerce-destroyer Cincinnati, even 
though the cruiser had been handicap- 
ped thirty-five miles at the start, is 
a superb performance for a first-class 
battleship heavily armed. 

This is the first time in its history 
that the ships of the North Atlantic 
squadron have engaged in such a long- 
distance speed contest in the open 
sea. AS a coinponent part of the great 
fleet of warships now assembling for 
the winter naval maneuvers, under 
command of Admiral Dewey, the North 
Atlantic squadron was ordered, after 
assembling at Hampton Roads, to pro- 
ceed to the nava! rendezvous off Cule- 
bra lighi, the beacon that gleams from 
the pinnacle of a rocky little island off 
San Juan Point, Porto. Rico. flere 
was a superb opportunity to test the 
actual relative speed of the ships of 
the fleet in competition and under 
thoroughly practical conditions. 

Five of the ships lined up for the 
Start at noon Saturday—the Alabama, 
the Kearsarge, the Massachusetts, the 
Indiana, and the Machias, the baby of 
the fleet. The last-named is a gunboat 
only 190 feet long, and of 106 tons’ dis 
placement. The other four are battle. 
ships. The Massachusetts and Indiana 
are sister vessels, launched in 1892, 
and with the Oregon, not entered in 


this contest, they mark the earlier 
type of first-class battleships of the 
new navy. The Kearsarge and the 
Alabama represented later types of sea 
fighters. 

Thirty-five miles behind the line of 
battleships, as they passed the Vir- 


ginia capes, came the protected cruiser 
Cincinnati. By reason of her speedier 
and lighter type, this Was regarded as 
a fair handicap for the greyhound of 
the fleet, which, to do her destined 
work, should easily outclass them all 
in cruising qualities. 

At the tlash of the gun the leviathians 
were off to sea, under ful] head of 
steam, and in ten minutes all were 
plowing through the ocean, headed tor 
Culebra, with widening maelstroms of 
white spume boiling from under their 
pounding screws. Almost from the 
start the Alabama began to forge ahead 
of her rivals. She gained visibly on 
the Indiana and the little Machias. The 
Kearsarge was regarded as her most 
dangerous adversary of the battleship 
class. Intense rivalry hes always ex- 
istec between officers and crews of these 
two ships. No device was neglected on 
either of the giants of the fleet to speed 
them to their limit. Smoke poured from 
their huge stacks, and their decks 
quivered above the throbbing engines. 
Four hours from the start, just before 
twilight, the Alabama left the Kear- 
sarge hull down astern, with only her 
foretops in sight. 

On the Massachusetts it was a hard- 
er struggle. But newer lines and 
greater power were bound to tell. Be- 
rore the fight, the older ship, despite 
her most gallant efforts, was left 
astern and gradually her gleaming 
light faded out of sight. 

Barring accidents, it was the Ala- 
bama’s race, so far as the battle- 
ships were concerned, but at sundown 
Monday the lookout at the stern of 
the leader sighted the Cincinnati com- 
ing up like a race horse held in check 
for the finish. She had made up her 
handicap, had passed all the athers, 
and was now speeding in the wake of 
her sole competitor. It seemed a 
hopeless task for the hattleship to 
try to hold the cruiser, but she made 
a brave fight of it all day Monday and 
Tuesday and Wednesday. She cheered 
her rival as the latter slowly forged 
abeam and then avead of her, almost 
within sight of the goal. 

When Culebra light was picked up 
the Alabama was under forced draught 


and going at a terrific clin, but she 
could not close the gap. Barely two 
miles astern of the cruiser at mid- 


night she hove to. The Kearsarge, 
Massachusetts, Indiana and Machias 
were not in sight at the finish.

OLD SPELL SEEMS 
TO BE IN ORDER. 


STATISTICS OF WEATHER BUREAU 
ARE CLAMMY. 


Storm in Arizona May Veer in This 
Direction, but Last Night Apparently 
Was Moving “Back East”—Snow at 
Flagstaff. 


Five chilly days have set “natives” 
and visitors to speculating and proph- 
esying on this winter’s weather. 

The officials of the local Weather 
Bureau play safe by positively refus. 
ing to make any long-range prophecics. 
Consequently the only recourse fs to 
judge by the past, and the official rec- 
ords of climatic conditions certainly 
indicate that rain and frost are due 
this season. 

Under the excellent system of gov- 
ernment weather stations, the history 
of the country’s climate can be ascer- 
tained In the closest detail for the past 
twenty-five years. Although almost 
anything can be proved by manipula- 
tion of the statistics, and the elements 
ure, constantly doing the unexpected, 
a stucy of the statistics is most in- 
teresiing. The averages and prece- 
dents given also furnish a fairly sound 
basis for prophecy. 

THIS 18 NOT COLD. 

Persons who have been shivering 
and coughing and snuMfling because of 
the chilly nights will probably be suwur- 
prised to learn that the weather the 
past few days has really been warm- 
er than usual at this time of year. 
The lowest temperature reached this 
fall was yesterday morning. when the 
thermometer showed 39 deg. This is 
exactly the average of the minimum 
temperature for November during the 
past twenty-five years. 

Thus the records prove that the 
coldest morning of the present chilly 
spell has not been chillier than the 
average, and has not come within five 
degrees of being as cold as the rec- 
ord wintry day. The coldest Novem- 
ber days of the quarter-century oc- 
curred in 1881 and 1886, when the mer- 
cury went down to M deg. 

What makes theee November days 
seem unusually clammy is the extra- 
erdinary climatic conditions existing 
during the past five grears. The: rec- 
ords for November of these vears 
show them to have had a higher min- 
imum temperature than any five con- 
secutive months during the history of 
weather bureaus. The average mini- 
rum temperatures for November 


from 1897 to 1991 inclusive was 422-5 


‘ 


deg. No other similar period shows 

so high, the nearest being from 1887 

to 1891, which average was 40 3-5 deg. 
COLDER SEASON DUE. 

Alternating cycles of five years each 
mrak the pronounced variations in the 
November weather. The last five years 
has the record for lack of chilly fall 
days. This year begins a new series, 
which, according to the precedents of a 
quarter of a century, will be colder, as 
will be the four to follow. Such a 
natural division is only one of the 
strange results possible through a 
study of the weather statistics. 

That the division is pronounced and 
unmistakable is shown by the follow- 
ing averages for November during the 
five years indicated, inclusive: 1877 to 
1881, 29 2-5 deg.; 1882 to 1886, 38 1-5 deg.; 
1887 to 1891. 40 3-5 deg.; 1892 to 1896, 
38 1-5 deg.:; 1887 to 1991, 42 2-5 deg. Thus 
it will be seen that the colder Novem- 
bers have see-sawed by five-year 
periods, the variation being small dur- 
ing the time and the change quite 
marked at the dividing line. 

The records for rainfall during a simi- 
lar period in no wise keep pace with 
the temperature. Cold and warm falls 
were alike for rain, the precipitation 
Varying from 5.55 inches for the month 
in 1885 to a trace in other years. 

STORM LURKING AROUND. 

Weather Observer Franklin yesterday 
declared his inability to make a long- 
distance prediction on the winter's 
weather, saying the bureau was author. 
ized to deal only with facts. He said 
the present. cold wave and storm has 
swept down from the northwest, and 


was central all ‘Friday morning in 
northern Arizona. It gave snow at 
Flagstaff and in the mountain sections 
and rain at Independence, Yuma and 
southesstern California. This area of 
high pressure is the cause of the low 
temperature here and has caused quite 
genera! frost in other sections of the 
Pacific Slope. 

Whether fair weather continues in 
Southern Callfornia during the coming 
few days depends on the movements of 
the storm now lurking in northern Ari- 
zona. If it should move into the Colo- 
rado River Valley this section would 
surely have a week of cold and rainy 
wéather. Reports last night, however, 
indicated that the disturbed atmos- 
pheric area was moving eastward.
